TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
(L. S.) 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratham in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Stratham on Tuesday, the 13th day of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act uppon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. : 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid 
for road construction; raise and appropriate $211.10 for 
the same. 

4. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen 
to sell the Old Post Office building. 

5. To see if the Town will take any action in regard 
to a suitable memorial for the boys and girls from this 
town serving in the armed forces; raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 

6. To see if the Town will accept the following pro- 
visions of the will of the late Charles E. Gear which 
relates to the Town of Stratham: 

To the Town of Stratham, I give the sum of Five 
Thousand ($5,000) Dollars, in trust, nevertheless, 
to. expend one-half of the income for the care of 
Stratham Hill Park, and the other half of the in- 
come to buy books for the Town Library and for the 
care of the Library grounds. 
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To the Town of Stratham, I give the sum of One 
Thousand ($1,000) Dollars, in trust, nevertheless, 
the income to be used for the care of the cemetery lot 
where I shall be buried, and it is my desire that any 
balance of the income that is left after such an 
amount has been expended as is necessary for the 
care of the lot, be used for the improvement of the 
cemetery. 


7. To see if the Town will vote a 1% discount on such 
part of taxes as are paid on or before August 15th. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to change Willow 
Brook Avenue so as to join High Street on the west side 
of the Thompson House (so called); raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to paint the Town 
Hall; raise and appropriate money for the same. | 


10. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting:

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools, the twenty-sixth in the series. 


Your decision at the last annual district meeting to 
reopen the Plains School, and to place grades three and 
four there, has brought the expected relief in other 
schools, making possible a more practical and comfort- 
able arrangement of seats and enabling the teachers in 
all the schools to do more efficient work. I believe that 
now your schools are organized in the best possible way 
until such time as the district may vote to build a central 
school, a step which is even more necessary now than 
in the days when this question was first discussed. As 
evidence of this, each year there is a smaller number of 
teachers who are willing to work in schools where there 
are only stoves for heating, earth closets for toilets and 
no running water. Nowadays it is increasingly difficult 
to secure teachers even when salaries and teaching con- 
ditions meet modern requirements. The district is pro- 
viding very fair salaries now and, when a central school 
becomes a reality, will compete successfully with any - 
New: Hampshire rural school] district in securing com- 
petent teachers. It is fair, also, to assume that better 
heat, light and other improved facilities such as flush 
toilets and telephone would be appreciated by all parents 
as well as by teachers and pupils. What could be a better 
postwar undertaking for Stratham than a central school? 
I suggest the appointment of a committee to look into 
this matter and furnish a report well in advance of the 
next annual meeting. | 
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The district is fortunate in having experienced, com- 
petent teachers—Miss Crane, of such long and successful 
service, and Miss Nichols and Mrs. Morse who adapt 
themselves so easily and successfully to the needs of our 
system. They are all devoted to their work and are pro- 
ducing good results not only in teaching skills in reading, 
arithmetic and other subjects but are also training good 
youthful citizens who will grow up to be intelligent and 
useful adult members of the community. 


The health interests of our schools are carefully looked 
after by Mrs. Sheehy, as usual. A summary of her weekly 
work is contained in her report, presented herewith. Her 
work is invaluable. 


Stratham was fortunate in retaining the services of 
Mr. Emery, our janitor, for this year and, when the 
Plains School was opened, in securing the services of 
Mr. Wentworth. Both men take pride in doing good work 
and are willing to use extra time and effort when it is 
needed. 


I commend to your attention the usual tables which 
accompany this report. It will be noted in Table III that 
last year’s enrollment in the local schools was the largest 
in ten years. I find, on consulting earlier reports that it 
is the largest since I first knew the schools in 1919. It 
will be noted in table VI that Stratham’s expenditure 
per $1,000 of equalized valuation is not far from the 
average of such expenditures in this Union. 


My report would not be complete without saying that 
the Parent-Teacher Association, that veteran friend of 
our schools, is continuing its good work. It now contains 
a number of parents who were former Stratham teach- 
ers, whose interest has increased with the years and 
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whose activities are of great benefit to our present 
teachers and pupils. 


I conclude my report with the following p2ragraph 
which is likewise a part of my report to each of the 
districts of this Union: 


In thinking of the war and its effect on the pupils of 
all our schools we may note that, as yet, we have had 
little curtailment of material equipment but that some 
commodity prices have risen as; for instance, that of fuel. 
It is likely that a year or two more of war will bring 
shortages of paper and other supplies, including tex*- 
books. Increased salaries in all the districts of the Union 
have aided in securing teachers but the supply of teach- 
ers grows ever smaller as the lure of higher salaries 
draws them away to other occupations. General pupil 
interest in school work was never greater, especially in 
geography, mathematics and science. We are apparently 
rapidly approaching life in a new kind of geographical 
and social world. As adults we note this fact, perhaps 
that all our pupils are learning it in a natural way from 
with something of a shock. We may be sure, however, 
our schools, from the radio and newspapers. Their pre- 
sent gradual approach to this new world will make it al! 
seem natural to them in maturity. It is for us, school 
officers, parents, voting citizens to provide for them the 
best possible teachers in efficient, up-to-date plants, 
teaching a modern course of study. So will they be best 
trained to be good citizens in the changed world in which 
they must live. 


It is a pleasure once more to record the thanks of all 
those who work daily in the schools for the generous 
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cooperation of the School Board and all interested citi- 
zens.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the School Board of Stratham, N. H. 


Following are the health activities carried on in the 
Stratham schools from January 1, 1944 to January 1, 
1945. 


Most of the follow-up work and corrective work for 
the 1943 physical examinations was done during the , 
winter and spring terms of 1944. 


A dental clinic, which was sponsored by the P.T.A., 
was held in Dr. Winkler’s office in Exeter. Twenty- 
nine children received complete dental treatment at the 
clinic. Twenty-one children received dental treatment 
from their family dentist. 


Four children had tonsillectomies performed. 


Five children had eyes examined and vision corrected. 


The audiometer was used to test the hearing of the 
children in Miss Crane’s school. No serious defects were 
found. 


No. of children examined in fall of 1944 93 


No. found to have defective vision 7 
No. found to have defective teeth 43 
No. found to have defective tonsils 10 


All children are weighed and measured during the fall, 
winter and spring terms. 


There were four cases of scarlet fever reported dur- 
ing the fall term of 1944. 

Cod-liver oil is given in the schools to all children who 
are in need of it. 


Many children are having milk in the schools. 

Many children are having a hot dish at noon. 

Twenty-four visits were made to the schools. 

I wish io take this opportuni.y to thank our Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Towle, the School Board, the teachers, the 
parents, the Paren:-Teacher Association, and the Red 
Cross for their cooperation and wonderful help with my 
work.
